Trustee Richard H. Radke 
pointed out to fellow board mem- 
bers that the purpose of the ordin- 
ance was not to stop soliciting, 
but merely to control it. 

Radke, chairman of the license 
committee read a m odel ordin- 
ance that had been adopted by 
Crystal Lake, which covers con- 
tributions and donations solicit- 
ing. 

Village Attorney Edward C. 
Jacobs told Radke that the pres-

."Jacobs " pointed . out - that-a- new 
ordinance was needed so that the 
present ordinance would', not be

He added that the new ordin- 
ance should be very carefully 
worded in its definition of so- 
licitor.

The need for a total action pro- 
gram aimed at developing. Illi- 
nois' water and recreational re- 
sources and for providing safe- 
guards against air and water 
pollution was reasserted today by 
the Ulinoisans for Pure Air and 
water. 

A statement, issued by the co- 
chairmen -of the committee, em- 
phasized that development of 
flood control facilities, proper 
management of water supplies, 
and creation of outdoor recrea- 
tional areas for people of Illinois 
have been too long delayed 
through indecision and indiffer- 
ence. . .. 

The statement was made by 
Maynard P. Vencma and William 
L. Rutherford, co-chairmen of 
the Ulinoisohs for Pure Air and 
Water. The citizens committee 
was organized to inform the pub- 
lic of the $1 billion water, air 
and recreation bond issue to be 
voted upon on Nov. 5, 1968. The 
statement answered criticisms of 
the bond referendum raised 'by 
the lllinois_Stalc Chamber of 
Commerce. ., 

Though the co-chairmen agreed 
with the Stale Chamber that 
water and air pollution control 
arc critical domestic -problems, 
they could not agree that flood 
control, outdoor recreation, and 



water management and supply, ; out that authority (0 spend the 

bond issue proceeds rests solely 
witii the Stale Legislature. 

The Chairmen also noted the 
Chamber's objection to loan guar- 
antees provided for private indus- 
try. , They cited the fact that 
legislation was introduced in the 
General Assembly session on 
March 4, 19G8 to eliminate such 
guarantees. 

Finally, they explained that in- 
troduction of additional bilh. sub- 
mitted hi the recent one-day ses- 
sion arc aimed at correcting tech- 
nical defects regarding "house- 
keeping'* procedures in the refer- 
endum. For example, 011c such 
bill raises the interest rale limit 
on the bonds from four to five per 
cent.
